HIS  exhibition  marks  the  highest  point  in  the  development  of  the  aids 


in  the  Middle  West ,  representing ,  as  it  does ,  the  selected  work  of  279 


■A  artists.  A  glance  through  the  galleries  bespeaks  the  progress  which  has 
been  made  in  the  realms  of  landscape  and  portrait  painting,  sculpture,  icater 
color  and  pastel,  and  the  various  graphic  arts.  If  the  promises  of  this  exhi¬ 
bition  are  fulfilled  in  the  future  the  Middle  West  will  surely  become  the 
cradle  of  a  truly  American  art. 

If  we  compare  this  achievement  with  that  of  any  other  region  as  young 
in  years  all  history  ivill  fail  to  provide  a  similar  example  of  such  rapid 
progress  in  the  field  of  aesthetic  development.  One  hundred  years  ago  there 
was  no  Kansas  City,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  we  are  still  in  our  pioneering 
stage,  but  so  rapid  has  been  our  progress  that  this  exhibition  might  be  said 
to  be  a  crowning  achievement  of  the  five  states  of  the  Middle  West. 

This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  this  exhibition  is  essentially  realistic  in 
its  trend.  Our  painters  are  still  discoursing  on  the  beauty  of  THINGS. 
PLAGES,  PEOPLE,  ATMOSPHERIC  CONDITIONS .  ASPECTS  OF  LIGHT . 
VARIATIONS  OF  DESIGN ,  AND  ARRANGEMENTS  OF  COLOR.  These  dis¬ 
sertations  are  marvelously  set  forth  and  unquestionably  serve  the  purpose  the 
artist  intended  in  expressing  to  his  public  the  beauty  of  THINGS  about  him. 

But  the  present  status  of  what  in  the  future  will  become  known  as  typi- 
call'if  American  art  is  similar  in  comparison  with  the  ultimate  achievement 
to  the  early  work  of  any  great  group  of  painters,  who  after  going  through 
their  realistic  period  gradually  begin  to  reveal  the  greater  aspects  of  life, 
which  it  is  the  privilege  of  painting  alone  to  record. 

America's  great  contribution  to  the  art  of  the  ages  is  but  slightly  indi¬ 
cated  in  this  exhibition.  Only  here  and  there  is  the  artist  today  revealing 
the  inner  life.  Each  year,  however,  we  are  mastering  our  technique  suf¬ 
ficiently  to  be  able  to  say  a  little  bit  more  clearly  the  QUALITIES  which 
must  be  indicated  if  we' are  to  fulfill  the  obligation  of  our  cause.  In  future 
exhibitions  the  symbols  of  Nature  will  be  used  to  erpress  the  GREAT  MOODS 
OF  AMERICAN  LIFE,  THE  FREEDOM  OF  THE  PEOPLE,  THE  GRAND¬ 
EUR  OF  OUR  INSTITUTIONS,  THE  RICHNESS  OF  THE  CHARACTER 
OF  OUR  CITIZENS,  THE  IDEALS  OF  JUSTICE,  PROGRESS,  AND 
ACHIEVEMENT  IN  OUR  MIDST,  BUT  GREATEST  OF  ALL,  THE  INNER 
LIFE,  THE  SPIRIT  OF  A  FREE  PEOPLE  struggling  to  overcome  the 
mediocrity  and  ugliness  of  the  average  life  and  to  replace  it  with  power, 
accomplishment,  and  the  subtle  beauty,  of  the  well-rounded  spirit. 

These  are  the  qualities  which  have  made  the  art  of  other  nations  and 
other  periods  great,  with  a  greater  inheritance  and  finer  equipment  than 
theirs,  there  is  no  limit  to  the  revelations  which  this  exhibit  ivill  bring  from 
year  to  year. 

The  artist  first  reflects  and  later  leads  the  progress  of  Body,  the  Mind, 
the  Morals  and  the  Soul  of  his  people. 


THE  PRIVILEGES  OF  ART  APPRECIATION 


THERE  are  two  kinds  of  artistic  talent.  It  is  a  great  privilege  to  be 
able  to  create  works  of  art,  but  it  is  an  equal  privilege  to  be  able  to 
enjoy  the  work  others  have  created. 

Talent  is  useless  unless  it  is  exercised ;  a  theoretical  artist  never  paints 
great  pictures.  Nor  is  art  truly  appi'eciated  by  any  except  the  owner,  the 
collector,  the  possessor  of  fine  things.  To  go  to  a  gallery  is  the  first  step  in 
appreciation,  but  the  arts  can  mean  little  to  you  unless  you  have  a  little 
gallery  of  your  own. 

Have  you  any  reputable  works  of  art  in  your  home  to  bespeak  your  own 
talent  for  appreciation,  to  express  your  good  taste,  and  add  to  your  satis¬ 
faction  in  life ? 
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AN  OPPORTUNITY  TO  PURCHASE  WISELY 

This  exhibit  has  been  arranged  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  help  you 
know  who  our  artists  are  and  what  they  are  doing ,  in  order  that  you  may  the 
more  readily  choose  and  acquire,  appreciate  and  collect  the  works  of  the 
contemporary  workers  who  are  as  great  in  their  way  as  were  the  group  of 
any  other  nation  in  a  similar  period. 

It  has  become  the  unfortunate  fashion  in  recent  years  to  acquire  primi¬ 
tives  and  the  old  masters  of  foreign  countries  to  the  exclusion  of  work  of 
your  own  people,  or  failing  in  that  expensive  quest  to  abjure  from  collecting 
on  account  of  the  investment  imagined  necessary,  entirely  overlooking  the 
fact  that  when  the  best  collections  of  old  masters  were  made  the  painters 
themselves  were  living. 

During  the  past  fourteen  years  over  $350,000,000  has  been  spent  by 
Americans  for  imported  art  works.  In  1923  Americans  brought  $10,000,000 
worth  of  art  from  England.  Of  works  over  100  years  old  France  sold  us 
$7,000,000  worth,  England  $6,500,000  worth,  Italy  over  $1,500,000  and  Ger¬ 
many  $500,000.  Even  American  artists  painting  abroad  sold  in  1921  only 
$200,000  worth  of  work,  but  the  great  collections  of  the  world  were  begun  by 
purchasing  the  work  of  contemporary  creators. 

JLs  far  as  Kansas  City  and  the  Middle  West  are  concerned,  the  artists  in 
this  exhibit  are  our  “ primitives ,"  our  “old  masters ."  Many  of  the  workers 
represented  in  this  exhibition  already  have  attained  a  high  level  of  accom¬ 
plishment,  more  appreciable  in  other  circles  perhaps  than  our  own  because 
they  are  our  friends  so  like  ourselves  than  we  fail  properly  to  appraise  their 
gifts  and  achievements. 

For  this  reason  the  co-operation  of  the  services  of  three  especially  quali¬ 
fied  experts  have  been  obtained  to  pass  upon  all  work  accepted  in  order  that 
each  piece  shown  might  represent  a  more  national  rather  than  a  sectional 
standard  of  excellence. 

In  selecting  any  of  these  works  your  own  taste  and  judgment  is  re¬ 
inforced  by  the  wisdom  and  experience  of  two  prominent  Chicago  artists, 
and  the  director  of  one  of  the  nation's  foremost  museums. 

Many  advantages  attend  the  selection  of  work  from  an  exhibition  of  this 
nature.  In  an  European  exhibition  of  this  kind  the  prize-winning  pieces  are 
generally  purchased  before  the  opening  day  is  over,  and  before  the  exhibition 
ends  all  of  the  prime  efforts  are  reserved  by  wire  and  appreciative  citizens. 
The  chief  advantages  of  this  procedure  are  that  generally  only  recent  crea¬ 
tions,  the  cream  of  the  season's  effort,  are  shown.  It  is  practically  impos¬ 
sible  to  acquire  a  copy  or  a  spurious  or  unidentifed  work  in  this  way >  Fore¬ 
sight,  understanding  and  true  appreciation  are  necessary  in  buying  work  of 
art,  but  the  rewards  in  satisfaction  are  correspondingly  great. 

Fortunes  have  been  made  through  the  wise  accumulations  of  work  by 
contemporary  artists.  Everyone  now  recognizes  the  value  of  the  work  of 
Whistler,  Rembrandt,  Corot,  Murphy,  Twachtman,  Blakelock,  Wyant,  Millet. 
The  appreciative  few  made  it  possible  for  the  artists  to  continue  their  work 
and  profit  by  their  aid.  We  all  wish  we  could  have  bought  a  few  works  by 
Leonardo,  Whistler  or  Murphy  when  they  lived.  Those  who  have  made  this 
exhibit  are  as  well  worthy  of  a  place  on  our  walls  as  the  older  masters. 

One  of  our  young  Missouri  artists  is  represented  in  the  following  perma¬ 
nent  collections:  Luxembourg  Gallery,  Paris ;  Musee  de  Petit  Palais,  Paris; 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Antwerp ;  Gallery  of  Modern  Art,  Rome ;  Modern  Gal¬ 
lery  of  the  City  of  Venice.  He  is  also  represented  in  the  Royal  Museum  of 
Christiania  and  in  the  private  collection  of  the  King  of  Italy,  but  few  Mis¬ 
sourians  own  examples  of  his  work. 

If  you  desire  any  of  the  works  in  this  exhibition,  speak  for  them  imme¬ 
diately.  The  prices  are  indicated  after  each  work  in  the  catalog.  By  special 
arrangement,  any  painting  you  may  wish  can  be  taken  home  for  three  days' 
consideration.  Extended  payments  may  be  arranged.
